‘ the States General the 15th of laft 
* Month, for the better Government of 
‘ their Army. 
Articles relating to Forraging. 

The Difpofitions thall be made, not by or for each 
Wing feparately, as has been hitherto practis‘d in 
the confederate Army, but for the whole Army, and 
in the Quarters of the General in Chief. 

In aconfederate Army thefe Difpofitions fhall be 
made by the Quarter-Mafter-General of all the 
Forces. 

The Orders thall then be given by the General 
in Chief, after having firft concerted the fame with 
the chief General of the State in a confederate Ar- 
my ; and vice verfa, if the chief General of the 
State command the Army in chief ; and with the 
Knowledge of the Field- Deputies. 

Whoever fells the Forrage, directly or indirectly, 
thall be punifh’d according to the Tenour of the Ar- 
ticles of War, and of the military Orders. 

No open Towns, Villages, Churches, Convents, 
or Gentlemens Houfes fhall be forrag’d, except by a 
particular Order from the General commanding the 
Army, nor till after an Accompt has been taken of 
the Quantity of the Forrage in fuch Places, anda 
Repartition thereof made by the Quarter-Mafter- 
General, upon Pain of Death to the Troopers, Dra- 
goons, and Foot-Soldiers, and of being cafhier’d to 
the Officers, who do or fuffer the fame to be done. 

The Forragers are forbid on the like Pain tu come 
into the Villages, whenever they are order’d to for- 
rage in the open Field. 

The Troopers, Dragoons, and Foot-Soldiers, that 
are fent out to fetch in Straw, fhall be commanded 
by Officers, and cover’d by Convoys, in like manner 
asthe Forragers : And fuch Officers fhall take Care, 
as well within the Villages as without them, that the 
Inhabitants and Owners of the Houfes and Barns, 


whenever they are in the Way, bring the Straw out 


of Doors themfelves ; and fhall not fuffer the Troop- 
ers, Dragoons, or Soldiers, to make themfelves 
Matters of fuch Houfes and Barns, or to endammage 
the fame: Much lefs, under Pretence of getting 
Straw or Wood, to plunder or break to Pieces any 
Houfes or Barns, whether the Inhabitants have a- 
bandon’d them or or not: And all this on Pain of 
Death. 

No Man, whoever he be, fhall forrage without 
Convoy, nor on Days when the Army does not for- 
rage, on Pain of Death. 

Articles relating to Secrecy. 

The Aides de Camp, Secretaries, and Clerks of 
Veldt-Marthals, and of the Generals of the Horfe 
and of the Foor, thall be Natives and Inhabitants of 
the Seven United Provinces, or of the Countries un- 
der their Jurisdiction; unlefs their High Mightineffes 
for weighty Reafons unanimoufly think fic to dif- 
pence therewith : which Difpenfation neverthelefs 
not extend to the Native ubjeéts of the Enemies 
of the State, tho they be of the true reform'd Religion. | 

The {aid Aides de Camp, Secretaries, and Clerks, 
hail be bound by an Oath of Secrecy : Which Oath, 
at the entring into the Campaign they fhall take in 
the Hands of the Bield-Deputies ; or in their Ab- 
a. in the Hands of rhe Prefident of the Council 

War. 

No Trumpeters or Drummers fhall be fent from 
the Army to the Enemy, but by or with the privacy 


of the General in chief; or, in ac 

of the firft General after him. saiainieeienines 

Articles relating to the Infpettion about the Compliment 
and Payment of the Troops. 

The firft General of the Forces of thefe Countries 
fhall at the forming of the Army, and the Field- 
Deputies immediately upon their Arrival there, in- 
form themfelves from Regiment to Regiment wie 
ther all the Officers are prefent at their Pofts 3 and 
afterwards without any Connivance, caufe all that 
are abfent to be proceeded againft by the Court- 
Martial of the Army, even to cafhiering, for what 
Reafon foever they are away, whether on Account 
of Indifpofition, Employment on the Frontiers, or 
any other: Unlefs they have a lawful Furlo, and 
have tranfmitced an Authentick Copy thereof into 
the Hands of the General in chief at the opening of 
the Campaign : Of which the Cfficers fhall be time- 
ly forewarn'd. 

The giving of Furlo’s hall be wholly left to the 
General in chief, who may without the Approbation 
of the Field-Deputies, give Furlo’s to all inferior 
Officers, to the Collonels included; but not to higher 
Officers without their Apprebation. 

The General in chief is not only authoriz’d, but 
ftri@ly commanded to caufe all and every fuch Per- 
fon and Perfons, without any DiftinGtion, as thall 
prefume to leave the Army on amy Pretence what- 
ever, without having his Furlo in Writing, or that 
fhall be longer abfent then the Time therein given 
them, to be proceeded againft by a Court-Martial 
according to the Rigour of the Articles of War. 

The General in chief thall every Week givea 
Lift of the Furlo’s to the Field-Deputies, who if 
they find any Excefs therein, thall admonifh kim of 
it, Or write to the State, as they think fit. 

The Field-Deputies thall not only, in Purfuance 
of their Inftructions, mufter the Troops from time 
to time, either themfelves, or by Commiffaries of 
the Mufters, whom the Council of State fhaill fend 
to the Army, but particularly caufe frequent Lifts 
to be exhibited to them of the Scrength of the Regi- 
ments ; and if they find any very much weaken’d, 
caufe the Regiment-Books to be laid before them, 
and either make themfelves , or caufe to be made by 
the General of the Horfe and of the Foot refpective- 
ly, a narrow Scrutiny into the Reafons of their be- 
ing grown fo weak ; to the End, that if the Cap- 
tains have been wanting in their Duty, they may be 
proceeded againft according to the Rigour of the 
Placards iffued in Relation to the Mufters. 

The Field-Deputies fall caufe themfelves to be 
inform’d with all: poflible Ciccumfpection, whethec 
the Subaltern Officers, Troopers and Soldiers, re- 
ceive their full Pay according to the Order of the 
Country : And if they find the contrary, they thal 
give Notice of it to their High Mightyneffes, and 
to the Council of State. 

Articles relating to the Sutlers. 

Each Battallion fhall have bur fix, and each Squa- 
dron but two Sutlers, who muft bave an Authoriy 
in writing from the Collonel or from the command- 
ing Officer of the Regiment ; and thall be oblig’d to 
attend the faid Battallion or Squadron during the 
whole Campaign, as well in the Army as whenever 
they are detach’d from thence : And to this End, to 
provide themfelves each with a good Waggon or 
Cart, drawn by two ftrong Horfes at the leatt, and 
to encamp behind the Batrallion or Squadron : All 
this upon Pain of Forfeiting their Goods and of dif 


cretionary Punishment: Nor fhall any 
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Hedge-Sutlers, of others, keep behind or near the 
faid Battalions or Squadrons, on the like Penalty. 

t SJAII otherSutlers, and Victuallers, thall apply them- 
elves to the Provoft General of the Army, who fhall 
give them an Act of Admiflion, and with the Con- 
ent of the Harbinger General fhall mark out to 
them a Place where to pitch their Tents or Huts 
upon the common Place of the Sutlers : Nor fhall 
any Man bur the faid Sutlers of the Regiments, fell 
any Provifions without an Authority from the Pro- 
voft General, or out Of the Place appointed, upon 
the Penalty aforefaid. 

The Provoft General fhall narrowly infpect that no 
{poil’d or bad Victuals or Drink be brought and 
fold in the Army : To which End all Provifions 
brought into the Army fhall be thewn to him in the 
Abfence of the Commiffary and Comptroller General 
of the Provifions: Moreover, he and his Deputies 
fhall have Liberty to vific the fame at any time, 
without any Man’s oppofing them, on the Penalty of 
fix Gilders each time. , 

The Sutlers fhall govern themfelves in the felling 
of their Victuals and Drink according to the Rate 
and Price, which as often as the farther or nearer 
Diftance of the Places from whence the Provifions 
muft be brought, or fome other Circumftances fhail 
require, are fet in the Army, without exceeding the 
fame, upon Pain of being punith’d at Difcretion. 

The Rates thall be fet, as anciently, by the Pro- 
voft General, with the Advice of the Prefident of 
the Council of War, and with the Approbation of 
the Deputy fent from the Council of State to the 
Army ; andin their Abfence, of the General of the 
Army: And hall afterwards be publith’d by the 
Provoft General, for every Man’s Information. 

No Man fhall exact any Profit from the Sutlers on 
‘Account of the Goods by them brought into the 
Army, upon any Colour or Pretence whatfoever ; 
not even for their Authority of Admiiiion, upon Pain 
of being punifh’d at Difcretion: Except only that 
the Provoft-General fhall take from the Surlers, and 
all others that follow any Trade in the Arif, as 
well among the Regiments, none excepted, as in the 
Head-Quarters, with the Artillery, or any where 
elfe, the following Profits, as has been of old ac- 
cuftom’d : Three Stivers fora Tun of Beer; Four 
and twenty Stivers for a Hogthead of Wine ; Eight 
and forty Stivers for a Hogfhead of Brandy, or any 
other diftil’d Waters; half a Stiver for each Bottle 
of all forts of Wine, brought to the Army in Bor- 
tles ; the Head of a Sheep or Calf kill’d there ; the 
Tongue of an Ox or Cow; Half the Head of a 
Hog ; and from other Victuals and Drink after the 
fame Proportion. 

Moreover, Three Stivers per Week for Hut or 
Ground Money from each Sutler, Shopkeeper, and 
all others that follow any Trade, and to that end fet 
up a Tent or Hutin the Army, even without ex- 
ception whether the Sutlers are plac’d behind the 
Regiments, or on the Ground mark’d out for the 
Sutlers in general: Of which Three Stivers never- 
thelefs the Provoft-General fhall give in an Accompt 
to the Quarter-Mafter-General of the Army, with 
the Notice of the Fifcal of the Generality, that two 
thirds thereof may be fet apart for the Ufe of the 
Sick and Wounded Soldiers, and of Soldiers Widows 
and Children, as likewife towards the Support of the 
Military Juftice, and other like extraordinary Ex- 
pences: Nor fhall the Harbingers of the Generals 
Perfons, the Quarter-Mafters of the Regiments, or 
any other Perfon whofoever, pretend to have any 
Right co the faid Hut or Ground-Money ; except 
only that the Harbinger of the Generals fhall go 
fhare and fhare-like with the Provoft-General in his 
Part of the Hut-Money, that is rais’d in the Head- 
Quarters, or Ground mark’d out for the Sutlers in . 
General, and no farther. . 

No Sutlers fhall fell any Drink or other Provifions 
before Sun-rifing in the Morning, nor in the Evening 
after the Tattoo has beaten, upon the forfeiture of 
Three Guilders each time. 

No Sutlers, Boat-men, Servants belonging to the 
Bread or Ammunition-Waggons, or other Perfons, 
fhall buy, take as Pawns, or convey out of the 


Army any Iron, Brafs, Bell-Mettal, Bullets’ hes? 
Gunpowder or other Ammunition, Ammunition.p 
rils, or any other prohibited Goods, upon Pain of = 
ing publickly whipt, befides the Forfeituse of i, 
prohibited Goods. 

Articles touching the Waggons, 

No Coaches, Calathes, Kitchin- Waggons or oth 
Carriages fhall march in the Line near the Regimenn 
except one only for each General ; bur they thal 
march with the Heavy Baggage of the Army, 

In like manner, no Baggage-Waggons, Coaches 
Calathes or other Carriages, to whom{oever they my 
long, fhall march atthe Head of the Army, cithe. 
with the Quarter-Mafters, who are fent before nd 
mark out the Camp, or apart from them, 

No Man, whoever be be, thall imploy with hj, 
Baggage, or about any other Services, the Condngo;, 
of the Waggon-Mafter-General, or the Guides, 

Neither thall any Man whofoever, on any Pretence 
wharfoever, make ufe of ihe Bread or Ammunition. 
Waggons, or of the Horfes belonging co the Ariillery 
or Bridges, upoo Penalty of forfeiring the Double of 
whatever fuch Waggon or Waggons, Horfe o 
Horfes, ftand the State in during the whole Time of 
the Campaign. 


Hague, April 9. ‘ The new Regulations made by 
‘ the States to be-obferv'd in the Army, begin t 
‘ make fome Noifr. Not bur that they are very re. 
‘ fonable and equitable ; but fome foreign Troops 
‘in their conitaac Service or in their Pay, pretend 
‘ they are aggriev'd by certain Articles, particularly 
‘ thofe relating to the Courts-Martial held among 
‘ themf{elves by their own Officers. Their High 
Mightineffes would have their Fifcal be prefent a 
thofe Courts: Martial, [See Saturday’s Couranr] wo 
* obferve whether Juftice be rightly adminiftred in 
* them ; and thofe Officers will by no Means admit 
* of fuch an Overfeer. Thofe who take the great 
* Exception, are the Swifs, who in all other Cou.

* Service of the States: "Tis true that in certain
